Senator Greaks With the Presi- 
dent Because Moody Re- 
viewed New Rate Bill.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—{Ex 
chisive Dispatch.}] United States 
Senator P. C. Knox does not 
propose to have his “copy” ed- 
ited by Atty.-Gen. Moody. That 
is the secret of the Pennsylve- 
nia Senator's rupture with the 
President over the rate bill. 

When Knox took to the Presi- 
dent the Hepburn bill with his 
amendment providing for review 
by the courts, the President re- 
ferred the amendment to Atty.- 
Gen. Moody, and the latter sug- 
gested certain changes. The 
President's action and Moody's 
interference so angered the Penn- 


sylvania Senator that he left the 
White House “sizzling hot,” de- 
claring that, rather than allow 
his bill to be edited by the At- 
torney-General he would father 
none at all. On calmer refiec- 
tion, however, Senator Knox, be- 

ing anxious to make public his 
views on the great question, de- 
cidéd to incorporate them all in 
a bill of his own, although he 
knew perfectly well that, in its 
entirety, the measure would not 
have the sightest chance of go- 
ing through. 

It was this bill which Knox 
introduced yesterday, and it is 
declared today that its intro- 
duction was as much of a sur- 
prise to the President as it was 
to the Senate. Knox, in fact, 
emphatically said to a corre- 
spondent today concerning this 
bill: “It represents absolutely 
the views of no one except my- 
self. Had the President and 
Atty.-Gen. Moody agreed to my 
amendment, I would not have 
introduced it.”

HICAGO, Feb. 23.—John 

Hoch, convicted murderer, 

confessed bigamist, and 
who, if but a fraction of the 
stories of crimes that are told 
of him are true, was one of the 
greatest criminals this country 
has ever known, was hanged in 
the County Jail, today, for pol- 
soning his wife, Marie Weicker- 
Hoch. 

He faced death as he has 
always said that he would face 
it when the final moment came 
—calmiy, and without fear. He 
stood on the scaffold beneath 
fhe dangling noose in the atti- 
tude and with the placidity of 
a soldier who realizes to the 
full that death in his portion, 
but is sti unafraid. He died 
with a prayer on his lips for 
the officers of the law whe took 


his life, and hie wet 


he paid the extreme peualty “ 

the law. 

Rev. J. BR. Birkelund,.one of 
Hoch's spiritual advisers, had 
talk with the prisoner shortly 
before he was led to the scaf- 
fold and sald later that Hoch 
had confessed. 

“Did he confess to the mur- 
der?” he was asked. 

The clergyman hesitated, and 
then answered: “Well, he said 

‘that he had been a bigamist 
and a very wicked man.”

After the condemned man had fought 
a legal baitle every inch of the war 
to the gallows, he died protesting his 
innocence, and with this prayer on his 
lips: “O Lord, Our Father, I forgive 
them all, | must die, an innocent man, 
so help me God. Good-by.” He then 
bowed, and closed his eyes. 

TWENTY-SIX MINUTES LEFT. 

The end came after two sensational 
and dramatic attempts had been made 
to prevent the carrying out of the 
sentence of Judge Kersten and the de- 
cree of the [llinois Supreme Court, 
and only lacked twenty-six minutes of 
the limit of time -in which he could be 
executed. Had he not gone to the 
gallows before 2 o'clock, a new sete 
tence would have been necessary. 

THE DEATH MARCH. 

It was 1:31 o’cloek when the death 
march began, and a minute later Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Peters stepped upon the 
gallows, followed by the condemned 
wife murderer and bigamist. Jailer 
John L. Whitman led him by the arm. 
Hoch was deathly pale, his jaws set, 
his lips tightly compressed. He stood

Every one who responds to this cail 
will agree to withhold from marketing 
any agricultural products excepting at 
prices that are up to the level that has 
been decreed as equitable by the offi- 
clals of the organization. This organi- 
zation claims that the producer ought 
to get at least $1 a bushel for wheat, no 
matter what may be the size of the 
crop. The call for the strike sets forth 
a minimum selling price on all farm 
products prices which the agricultural 
strikers claim they are entitled to and

BRITISH PLAN ATTACK 
ON TONNAGE DUES.

ONDON, Feb. 23.—{Exclusive 
Loe Oswald Sanderson, 
president-elect of the Chamber of 
Shipping of the United Kingdom, 
passed a good many years of his life in 
New York, where he represented the 
Furness Leyland line of steamships. 
His brother, Harold Sanderson, is one 
of the managers of the White Star line. 
As president of the “Parliament of 
Shipping,” Oswald Sanderson, who is 
‘now managing director of Thomas 
Wilson Sons & Company, one of the 
largest private ship-owners in the 
world, in his inauguration address 
yesterday, stated that British shipping 
has paid during one year no less a 
sum than 


eompel the United States to place 
British shipping on a “most-favored 
nation” basis, as was the case with 
Holland. That country by granting to 
such American ships as traded to it 
freedom from a tax of this nature, was 
in turn exempted from tonnage dues 
upon all Dutch ships which entered 
any port of the United States. 

The recent sharp advance in the cost 
of shipbuilding materials undoubtedly 
would have a restraining effect on 
speculative construction, and would 
thus enable a steady growth of the 
trade of the world. To absorb a large 
amount of tonnage built—and the

“The university should either accept | 
the High School pupil prepared to en- 
ter active life when he leaves the High | 
School,” was the speaker's observa- | 
tion, “or else the latter institutions | 
should back away from the entvesetir’’ 
and take care of the interests of the | 
/pupils who attend them, if these High | 
Schools are to become what they are | 
claimed to be-—the poor boy's college.”’ | 

At present the State University not. 
only the course of study for | 
our State High Schools, but deter- | 
mines the way the subjects shall be 
taught, and to a large degree the 
teachers in the High Schools. This 
latter is accomplished by the State ex- 
aminer, who takes his place in the 
classroom and listens to the presenta- 
tion of a subject to the class and then 
may report to the principal that the 
presentation is not satisfactory, when 
one of two results follows—either the 
teacher goes or the study is taken off 
the accredited list. It is usually the 
former.

HAS GONE UP 
FOR BIG SUM. 


Failure of the Lamberth 
Building Company, 
Material Men Hardest Hit by 


the Collapse. 


Tried to Do Too Much on Too 
Little Capital, 


Like a rocket which went up with 
a flash and came down with a thud, 
is the career of the R. N. Lamberth 
‘Bullding Company of this city, which 
has failed for $40,000. 

Many building material firms are 
said to have been caught in the fall- 
ure with long accounts against the 
Lamberth concern, but it ig reported 
that Patten & Davies, lumber dealers, 
are the heaviest losers, they being 
“stuck” for probably $10,000. 

Bondsmen and material men have 
taken up several of the contracts 
which were held by the now bankrupt 
company, and will carry them through 
to completion. Thus they hope te 
save considerable out of the financial 
wreck. 

The failure appears to have been due 


a business of wide extent on a capital 
entirely too small for such an ambi- 
tion. For months past these builders 


have been terribly hard up, and have. 


made turns and twists of all sorts In 
order to keep their various jobs go- 
ing. For some time the material men 
have been practically carrying them; 
but this could not last always, and 
when the first creditor to make a break 
for his money started, an avalanche af 
other accounts against the firm, there 
was no further stemming its financial 
difficulties. 

About three years ago the Lamberth 
company began its operations in Los 
Angeles. It was one of those concerns 
which runs a regular bargain-sale 
proposition in home-getting. They ad- 
vertised to furnish the money to put 
up your house on your own plans; all 
you had to do was to suggest your 
ideas, and then hand over a measly lit- 
tle stipend each month. 

How they worked their schemes, and 
how perilously near grave financial 
difficulties they came at various times, 
probably the various bullding and lean 
companies could best tell. At any rate, 
the firm soon found itself tied up in 
so many propositions and so

No regular bankruptcy proceedings 
have been instituted, and an under- 
standing has been reached among the 
principal creditors tn their attempts to 
save as much as possible out of the 
building contracts now under way. 

The Lamberth company has built 
many cottages in various parts of the 
city. It had also undertaken at least 
two larger structures. One of these 
was the new biock at Eighth and Fig- 
ueroa streets, and another was a block 
on East Sixth street. Their specialty, 
however, was small cottages, built for 
people who wished to pay for them on 
monthly installments of modest 
amount.

ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 


Lecture to be Delivered on Monday’ 
Evening at Symphony Hall—Lind- 
say Deal at Cananea is Not Closed.

Next Monday night Prof. James Ster- 
fing, late Government Geologist of Vic- 
toria and president of the Geological 
Society of Australasia, will deliver an 
address before the section 
of the Southern Academy of Sciences 
at Symphony Hall, No. 232 South Hill 
street, on “Mineral Structure and 
Rocks in Some of the Mining Regions 
of Nevada.”
